1 . The applicant's amendments made to the declaration correction are deemed to 
overcome the outstanding office action. 

2. Claims 1-7 are allowable. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art fails to show the windshield wiper drive comprising: 

- Claim 1: a rotatable drive gear for driving a windshield wiper; a non-contact position 
detector for detecting a rotation position of the drive gear corresponding to a windshield wiper 
park position, and a cam rotatably connected to the drive gear. 

- Claim 4: a cam rotatably mounted in the housing, the magnet carried on the cam, the 
interengaging members carried on the drive gear and the cam for rotating the cam along with 
rotation of the drive gear in the normal direction of rotation of the drive gear.
